Tilt prescjice of fuminc in Europt-, the Near East and in China at 
, aftermath of the war liaR received our nllMition in roiuTcic form of 
generona contributiona in n-lief. It is true that we liavo become more 
or leaa calloused because of the repetitions of oalU of distress follow- 
ing in the wake of the World War so eloscly on liie wreclca during 
the war's prosecution. But noe tlie less wo have been properly 
sympathetic and have in large measure entertained and expressed real 
concern for Die .Icplorabl.' (Miiulitions in whieh so many of our fellow 
human beings are suffering and dying. Partieiiiurly has the fact that 
the innocency of childhood has been so largely viotimiaed, impressed 
us deeply. 

But there is another pliase of the ease that has its timely sugges- 
tion. We may wisely bring home to ourselves the h sson , (,ntain( (l in 
famine abroad by letting it remind us of the possibility of famine at 
home. iNow mind you, we say merely tlie possibility, not the proba- 
bility. We live in a land of plenty in a time of abuiidance and feed- 
ing half the world and yet have enough and to spare. But it is a lai t 
that we may as well keep in mind that a little shift of certain eon.li- 
tions over which wo may have miieh, little or no control and we might 
find oursslves in a land ot famine. The eontingu. ney is remote, but 
it is by no means outside the pale of eventualities. Already w,. liav, 
been reminded that much land may lie idle and production be sub- 
stantially limited just because men prefer the town to the country. 

There there are other sources of production of like importance 
with the tilling of the soil and the l)reeding and raising of stock.

But in the presence of what can 
happen and has happened abroad it might be playing safe if we did 
permit ourselves en masse to cxpect-at least to the extent of (retting 
a bit concerned— possibility of calamity if W(> don t f,'ivo honest at- 
tention to using well our opportunities and meeting faithfully our 
obligations.

The campaign for piinbrcd males which is now at its height 
throughout the United States is receiving the active eooi)cration of 
progressive horse breeders, herdsmen and poultry experts every- 
where, and it is a favorable omen that many states have already leg- 
islated the scrub sires out of existence. 

By some peculiar method of reasoning many farmers who would 
tax their resources to tlie limit in order to secure a pure bred bull, 
lum or stallion which travelled their way. One North Dakota fanner 
in writing to the Department of Agricultni-c characterizes this lyp( 
of male as the greatest 'nemy the breeding industry has to combat 
Murray Howe once said that the average farmer loved a fat horse, 
That quality was all that these mongrel brutes had to recommend 
them, and their passing will leave no regrets. 

There is nothing more pleasing to the eye than some of these 
sires of the draft type, many of which ^veigh a ton or more. The 
Clydesdale, Shire^ Poreheron, Belgian and Suffolk Punch are all rec- 
ognized breeds whose blood is kept p\ire, and whose family lines may 
be traced through stud books which arc maintained as a matter of 
authentic record. They are oil big tj-pes and might be termed fat 
when in show condition, but each tribe has a distinctive quality which 
makes for the improvement of the species. 

The time is approaching when every owner of a stallion must 
submit a certificate of breeding with his application for a license. 
WTien that condition exists there will be fever of those hummer 
headed, flat ribbed nondescripts which have been in the past classi- 
fied as just plain horses.— New York Herald.

I'orsooth if the farmers choose to cultivate onions 
the conmiper must lua.slieate tln-m whether or not they please his 
palate ^eod his olfactories, put the doctor out of InisineH or the 
neighbors out of humor. These farmer folk are mighty fine in their 
place, but they are getting a bit previous and also mighty masterful.

Closo Chock Has Ueen Kept and Ken 
UnldeatUled AsMrieaB GmTM 
Are FOBBd In France. 

Uajor Qeneral H. I* Rogers, Quar- 
termaater Ooneral of the Army, an- 
nouBood recently that, the men of the 
Cemeterlal Divliion who are search- 
ing oTory sQnaro toot of the battle- 
fields In franco have found 178 bodies 
of American BOldler dead.v of whom 
132 are positively Identified. There 
are forly-slx liodics not capable of be- 
ing Identified but of these there are 
seven wliicli still have possibilities of 
iilontificaiion. Of all the boilles tliiis 
located, fifty wers found In the vicin- 
ity of the cemetery at Remagne, and 
were reburled there in tbe beautiful 
plot which will be a permanent Amer- 
ican msmorlaL 

Thla materially reduced the list of 
oiissing, and as soon as possible the 
names ot those bodies that were 
identified will bo sent to the relatives 
of the soldier dead. Recently twenty- 
eight bodies were Inspected by a mi'il- 
Ical ofBcer on their arrivol from over- 
seas at Hoboken, N. .(.. in order in 
chock u|) as lo the care taken In pre- 
parlug them fro the lust jnnrney. In 
every case the dead weir tmind to be 
treated with all possible professional 
bUU and oare. A United States Senn- 
tor who came to view the remains of 
tho son ot one ot his constituents also 
observed the condition of many other 
bodies and was profoundly impressed 
with the reverent caro taken of all.

.MorRan, professor of agriculture at 
Columbia unlvenltjr, who baa Just 
completed a lurvey ot .agrionltural 
conditions whloh led Um to urge 'the 
resumption ot war-garden work, • 

"Successful gardening depends par- 
ticularly upon perseverance and ver- 
salitttly in knowledge," the professor 
said. 

The demand for help in home gnr- 
dcnliiff, partlodarly stronp; this year, 
has led the Columbia department cf 
extension teaching to arrange to pre- 
sent eight bl-wcekly lectures, from 
March 1 to March 29, In vegetable ana 
fruit raising well. In advance of the 
plantin gseason, by Hngh Flndlay, lec- 
turer In hortloalture at Columbia. 
Stress was laid on crops and methods 
with which success In tbe same sea- 
son 88 planting is most probable. 

"Within the metropolitan district 
are many people Interested in the 
farm outlook who wish to try farming 
on a small scale and this course is 
planned for them. 

"Hard times are threatening the 
farmer now. He Is not buying an ex- 
tra truck, a now sUo, a "bargain* $10,- 
000 sire to head his herd these difficult 
times. He is in the large company of 
city and factory people who are suf- 
fering affliction in the pooketbook 
region. The city folk, however, are 
not like the farmer, in position to cut 
production and yet live comfortably. 
Hence many war-gardens will be re- 
suscitated."
